The As- 
sociation Opposed to Nation- 
al Prohibition’ on the other 
hand issued a denunciation 
of the decision as “the great- 
est blow to individual liberty 
and our republican form of 
government in the history of 
mankind.”

It could not have been the 
intention to adopt measures which 
would thwart themselves or which 
would bring the federal laws and the 
state laws into conflict. Hence it was 
reasonable to interpret the measures 
as valid and effective. The constitu- 
tional amendment had been formally 
and legally written into the constitu- 
tion after two-thirds of the senate and 
house had approved it and the neces- 
sary three-fourths of the states had rat- 
ified it, and it must therefore be taken 
for granted that it meant what it said. 
This amendment automatically over- 
came any federal or state laws which 
were inconsistent with it. There is a

they must be sold only to persons having 
licenses to make vinegar. 

This ruling confessedly weakens the 
“dry” enforcement act but it was a con- 
cession to the farmers, who for years have 
been encouraged by the agricultural de- 
partment to turn all their surplus apples 
into cider. Under the new regime the 
farmers will not be supposed to allow 
their cider to become hard on them, or 
the government sleuths may also become 
hard on them. 





New York City’s Population 5,621,151. 

The announcement of the census figures 
on New York city was awaited with con- 
siderable interest, as there has been a 
good deal of rivalry between New York and 
London in recent years. In both cases it 
was a question what effect the war had had 
on their population. Unfortunately Lon- 
don doesn’t have her census till next year 
and so it is not possible to make an abso- 
lute comparison. Also there is wide lee- 
way as to what we are to include within 
New York or London—that is, whether 
only the metropolitan city, or the entire 
district with all its surrounding suburbs 
and tributary towns. 

The new census gives New York a popu- 
lation of 5,621,151. This shows an increase 
of less than 18 per cent in the last decade, 
which is below what the New Yorkers 
hoped for. Nevertheless this is a gain of 
over 800,000, which in itself would ma} z 
a very big city. The local people claim that 
thousands of persons were overlooked by 
the census takers. That is no doubt the 
case, as it would be physically out of the 
question to count everyone in such a vast 
city, where people are going and coming 
in thousands each day and are always on 
the move. It is ridiculous therefore to 
say that the 5,621,151 is the exact figure, 
but it is correct enough for _ practical 
purposes. The whole New York district no 
doubt numbers from 7,000,000 to 8,000,000. 

It is difficult to realize what such a great 
aggregation of people means. New York 
contains almost as many people as the 
whole of Canada; and only two South 
American countries—Brazil and Argentiria 
—have as many. New York is as popu- 
lous as Holland, and more so than Den- 
mark. It has nearly as many people as 
Paris, Berlin and Vienna combined. 

The estimated population of London 
proper in 1917 was 4,026,000, and of the 
entire metropolitan district within a ra- 
dius of 15 miles it was 6,277,000. There is 
no doubt that New York is now decidedly 
larger, thus making it the metropolis of 
the world. A century ago New York had 
only a little over 100,000 and it did not 
pass the million mark till 1880. 

Boston, under the present census, has 
747,923 people, or a gain of 12 per cent. 
For half a century Boston and St. Louis 
have competed for the fourth place among 
our great cities. In the last three censuses 
St. Louis was a few thousands ahead, and 
that is the case again this time. The fig- 
ure for Buffalo is 505,875, a gain of 19 
per cent. 

New Britain, Conn., has 59,316, a gain of 
35 per cent; Newport News, Va., has 35,596, 
a gain of 76 per cent; Worcester, Mass., has 
79,741; Pawtucket, R. I., 64.248; Woonsock- 
et, R. 1, 43,496; Bayonne, N. J., 76,75 
Waterbury, Conn., 91,410; Miami, Fla., 29,- 
549, a phenomenal increase of 440 per cent; 
East St. Louis, Ill., 66,740; Atlantic City, 
N. J., 50,682; Chester, Pa., 58,030, a gain of 
51 per cent; Bethlehem, Pa., 50,358; a gain 
of 292 per cent; Bay City, Mich., 47,554; 
Cambridge, Mass... 109,456; Atlanta, Ga., 
200.616, a gain of 30 per cent; Duluth, 
Minn., 98,918,-an increase of 26 per cent. 

Director of the Census Rogers says that 
a total of 158,000,000 cards have to be 
punched in order to record all the data 
required for the census. In order to com- 
plete the figures WHhin the limit of three 
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years it is found necessary to put on three 
shifts of workers to punch the cards. The 
census bureau has 900 punching machines; 
the punchers work on the piece system and 
make from $125 to $200 a month. 





Airships for Business. 


The “pony blimp” whose gondola is 
shown in the illustration taken from the 
Scientific American represents the result 
of an effort to make the airship a practical 
thing. This “blimp” is 95 feet long, 40 feet 
high, and has a maximum diameter of 28 
feet. It has a volume of 35,000 cubic feet, 
and the car, 12 feet in length, accommo- 
dates a crew of two. It is driven by a 
40-horse-power engine and has a maximum 
speed of 40 miles an hour with a range of 
400 miles. 

The large dirigible represents a great 
initial expense; it also requires extensive 
housing facilities and the maintenance of 
a considerable ground crew for its han- 
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dling. These factors place the big ship 
beyond the limit of practicable and eco- 
nomic employment. 

The little ship makes a.step in bridging 
this chasm. In its present state it is be- 
lieved that the small dirigible will prove 
valuable to aero clubs. With costs of op- 
eration comparatively low it can be used in 
training men for airship navigation. The 
ship shown in the illustration is to be 
put into commercial service by a Western 
syndicate. Further developments in this 
line may be expected. 





Aftermath of Congress. 

The 66th congress seems to be bent on 
being written down an ass, as Dogberry in 
“Much Ado About Nothing” insisted. It 
failed to satisfy itself—let alone satisfying 
anybody else. It was perhaps net quite 
so asinine as the 65th conbress, but that 
was only because its opportunities for asi- 
ninity were less. 

It loafed the weeks and months away 
without disposing of more than a few of 
the vital measures pressing for action; 
then when the political conventions came 
in sight it got feverishly busy, like a boy 
hurrying to get his chores done before 
going fishing. In this last rush many meas- 
ures were railroaded through, with the re- 
sult that some were vetoed and a lot more 
were killed by what is called the “pocket 
veto”—that is, the president failed to sign 
them before congress adjourned and thus 
they were without effect. 

President Wilson never throws aside his 
deliberate and painstaking “schoolmaster” 
ways. Other presidents have gone to the 
capitol on the last days of sessions and 
have added their signature as a matter of 
course to all legislation that his advisers 
assured him was all right. But not so 
with Woodrow Wilson: he scrutinizes ev- 
ery clause and every word. A while ago he 
vetoed a bill because of an error_a clerk 
had made in transcribing it. He recently 
vetoed a big appropriation bill because it 
seemed to give congress power to curb 
the executive departments in issuing print- 
ed matter. 

During the closing days of this session 
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he vetoed the bill establishing a national 
budget system, on the ground that it gave 
congress alone the power to remove from 
office the officials created by it. He thought 
the president also should have the power 
of removal. An effort was made in the 
house to pass this bill over the veto; there 
was a vote of 178 to 103 on it—with 35 
Democrats voting against the president.— 
but this was not enough to make the re- 
quired two-thirds. 

The result therefore was that this most 
important biil, for which the country has 
waited for mamy years and which the 
party platforms have promised time and 
again, failed, merely because the president 
and the legislators disagreed on a very 
minor provision. This illustrates the pet- 
tifogging methods which have prevailed at 
Washington. The smallest, meanest inci- 
dentals have been allowed to block meas- 
ures of the greatest interest to the people. 

Both president and congress have offend- 
ed. The rival political parties and the 
rival factions within those parties have 
pulled and hauled in different directions. 
It is too much to expect any rational ac- 
tion under such conditions. 

It is true that congress and the admin- 
istration always work at cross purposes 
when they are of opposite parties. This 
is a “pointer” for the voters this year; 
they should see to it that a congress and 
administration are chosen who are de- 
cisively of the same political faith, so that 
at least they will accomplish something 
worth while, one way or the other. Whén 
one party has control at both the capitol 
and the White House it is forced to make 
good to a certain extent, for the whole re- 
sponsibility is on it, but when the respon- 
sibility is divided we get results which 
are very far below par. 

The budget plan was originally a Repub- 
lican idea but there is nothing partisan 
in it. It is simply a plan to put govern- 
ment expenditures on a busines basis. In- 
stead of letting congress pass all sorts of 
bills carying big appropriations, without 
stopping to ask if there is any money in 
the treasury to pay them, the budget sys- 
tem would require all such things to go 
through the hands of one commitee. This 
body would examine into the resources 
for the coming year and report whether 
the amount to be appropriated was in sight 
or not. Everybody agrees that the plan 
would save millions of dollars a year, but 
as there is no politics in it it keeps fail- 
ing of adoption. 

It was first proposed to take a recess 
over the conventions but finally it was de- 
cided to adjourn June 5. The railroad 
unions made an appeal to the president 
not to allow congress to adjourn and go 
home when so many things needed aten- 
tion. The president issued a sardonic re- 
ply. He said that after seeing what poor 
work this congress had done he thought 
the best thing it could do was to quit. 

The Democrats are sure to make politi- 
cal capital out of the poor record made by 
this Republican congress. Representative 
Garrett of Tenn., Dem., declared in a speech 
that it had made “a humiliating failure.” 
Turning to the Republican side he issued 
this cutting epigram: “You seldom paused 
in the midst of doing nothing except to do 
something worse.” 

On the other hand various Republicans 
issued flatering statements as to what this 
congress had accomplished so far. Mr. 
Mondell of Wvyo., the house leader, said 
its work “constitutes a record unequaled in 
American history.” He cited the .numer- 
ous measures passed, including the woman 
suffrage amendment; Volstead act; rail- 
road act; mineral land and waterpower 
leasing acts; merchant marine act; civil 
service retirement act; army reorganiza- 
tion act providing a peace-time army of 
297,000, a national guard and a reserve 
force; anti-sedition act and act providing 
for deportation and exclusion of dangerous 
aliens; the Edge act to aid our export 
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trade; the act increasing the pay of postal 
employees, etc. The Republicans also ar- 
gued that they would have accomplished 
vastly more if it had not been for the 
well-known “cussedness” and opposition 
of the president, whose purpose seemed to 
be rather to fight congress than to co- 
operate in securing legislation for the 
general welfare. 

Mr. Mondell claimed that this congress 
had made a saving for the people of $2,- 
100,000,000 by paring down the appropria- 
tions demanded by the government de- 
partments. Appropriations totaled about 
$4,500,000,000, of which a billion is for in- 
terest on the public debt. 

This was the second session of the 66th 
congress, as an extra session was held 
early last year. This second session began 
Dec. 1, 1919, and thus lasted a little over 
six months. About 20,000 bills were intro- 
duced in the two houses, of which about 
360 became laws. Representative Fess of 
Ohio, Rep., said this beat the last Demo- 
cratic congress, which passed only 300. 

The country remains at war, as the pres- 
ident vetoed the resolution declaring the 
war at an end and also “pocket vetoed” an- 
other one which would have repealed all 
war-time laws except the Lever act. These 
laws number about 60 and most of them 
confer large discretionary powers on the 
president. It is proper that they should 
not be repealed, as we are still at war 
and no-one knows what may happen. Still, 
the .touse voted almost unanimously for 
repeal, the vote being very unusual—323 
to three. 

All the big annual appropriation bills 
were passed, but the river and harbor 
“pork” bill failed to get through. The na- 
val bill carried 436 millions, army bill 395 
millions and sundry civil bills 435 mil- 
lions. A new law was adopted providing 
that the federal government shall pay 40 
per cent of the cost of running the District 
of Columbia, while the other 60 per cent 
will be paid by local taxation. This takes 
the place of the old basis of 50-50. 

Senator McCumber of N. Dak., Rep., re- 
marked that “with a third of the senate 
running for the presidency and the rest 
busy trying to rig up political lightning- 
rods to protect themselves, this session 
was not remarkable for achievement.” One 
of the most important bills rushed through 
at the last moment,was one providing that 
our great government-owned merchant 
fleet is to be disposed of to private buyers 
—io Americans if they will buy them but 
otherwise to anybody who will pay a fair 
price. All hands were agreed that Uncle 
Sam could not make a success of the ship- 
ping business. Senator Reed of Mo., Dem., 
characterized the whole deal as a “billion- 
dollar steal.” 

Both houses had passed a bill giving a 
minimum wage of $3 a day to all govern- 
ment employees, but later this was recon- 
sidered and as the result of a Democratic 
filibuster it finally failed to pass. Bills 
to curb the meat packers, to regulate cold 
storage, to place a protective duty on dye- 
stuffs, to put an embargo on sugar, ete. 
also failed to get through. 





Must Keep Increasing Navy. 

It is a strange anomaly that the cheapest 
way to insure peace is to be prepared for 
war. This is why even such a_ natural 
pacifist as Josephus Daniels, secretary of 
the navy, is in favor of the United States 
having “incomparably the most powerful 
navy in the world.” It is not proposed to 
use this navy for militaristic purposes— 
the American people are profoundly op- 
posed to that; it is to be employed as an 
agency of justice and right. 

The United States is the greatest nation 
in the world and it cannot evade its re- 
sponsibilities as such; it must be a leader. 
Its course will be governed by righteous- 
ness, and it will be backed up by all the 
weight of its great resources. Old Glory 
will he protectea by the biggest guns in 
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the world, such as the 14-inchers of the 
battleship Pennsylvania, shown in the up- 
per picture. 

No wonder Secretary Daniels smiled 
when he looked out of a porthole of that 
dreadnaught and watched the return of the 
Atlantic fleet from its winter maneuvers in 
the West Indies. 

The middle picture shows the German 
battleship Ostfriesland, one of the cap- 
tured ships of the German navy awarded 
to this country as a war prize. This ship 
is nine years old; it is 23,000 tons, meas- 
ures 550 feet long and takes a crew of 1100 
men. Her main armament consists of 12

hole was torn in her side. Besides this 
battleship, we get four smaller German 
warships, namely the Frankfurt, a light 
scout cruiser of 6000 tons, and three de- 
stroyers of different types. 

The Frankfurt was the first German ship 
to sight the British fleet during the Jut- 
land fight. When the German fleet was sur- 
rendered, under the peace terms, she was 
scuttled and sunk at Scapa Flow, Scotland, 
The British raised her but her machinery 
was practically ruined by the salt water 
and mud, so she had to be towed to this 
country. 

These ex-German vessels are of no great 
value as fighting ships any longer but they 
will be very interesting to our naval ex- 
perts, who will study them and thus learn 
every detail of them. One object of the 
Germans in scuttling their ships was to 
prevent them from falling into the hands 
of the allies and thus giving away their 
secrets. We will know all these secrets 
now and will improve on them. 


Discord Marks Republican Convention. 

In the “gaod old days” things were usu- 
ally all “slated” by the political bosses_be- 
fore a nominating convention was field 
and all the convention did was to “sign 
here”. But the war and other issues have 
broken up all combinations this year. Thus 
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it is that leaders in both the big parties 
who are usually free enough to make pre- 
dictions have acknowledged that the situ- 
ation was “baffling”. 

As soon as the Republicans met in Chi- 
cago June 8 there were signs of trouble. 
The harmony that was looked for was de- 
layed in transit; there were strikes along 
the line and threats of sabotage. Primary 
elections had been held in many states 
but no candidate had received any over- 
whelming endorsement. 

Dr. Nicholas M. Butler, one of the pres- 
idential aspirants, declared the primary 
system “a fraud on the American people.” 
He told how Democrats, Socialists and oth- 
ers whose object was merely to make trou- 
ble for the Republicans were allowed to 
vote -in the Republican primaries, thus 
making the showing a false one. Also in 
most cases such a small percentage of the 
voters took the trouble to vote at the pri- 
maries that the results could not be con- 
sidered as a true index of the popular 
feeling. 

The primary system tends to produce fac- 
tional splits within the parties and stimu- 
lates abuse and discord. Thus the partici- 
pants in the Republican race have said 
worse things about one another than the 
Democrats ever said about them, and it is 
always hard to smooth over things of 
that sort when once said. 

For instance Senator Borah of Idaho, 
championing Senator Johnson of Calif., at 
a great mass meeting cited the fact that 
$1,500,000 had been spent in the interest 
of Gen. Wood. He told how in old Roman 
days the crown had been sold for $2,000,- 
000 and added: “We’re not going to sell 
the presidency of the United States for 
$1,500,000; that’s too cheap.” He likewise 
gave warning of the coming storm when 
he outlined various radical doctrines that 
must be written into the G. O. P. platform 
and declared that the people would not 
stand for any “tory party” 

Besides all the factious elements and 
fractious individuals within the _ party, 
there were also on the ground al sorts of 
outsiders who were bent on getting the G. 
QO. P. to endorse their schemes; and if their 
demands were not granted they threatened 
dire vengeance. First there were the suf- 
fragette pickets—some 150 Amazonian zeal- 
ots posted in front of the Coliseum build- 
ing where the convention was held, bear- 
ing banners which called for the full recog- 
nition of women. 

Then there were a separate set of pick- 
ets devoted to the cause of Irish freedom. 
Then there were a lot of socialistic picket- 
ers who insisted that the culprits who are 
in prison for violating the sedition laws 
during the war should be turned loose on 
society again. Then there were the min- 
ions of the “wet” forces, seductively offer- 
ing support to the party if it would only 
insert a “wet” plank in the platform; and 
on the other hand there were the alert 
agents of the “dry” organizations, keeping 
tab on developments and issuing ominous 
warnings about the danger of slipping up 
on “wet” planks. 

Again there were the representatives of 
the ex-sodliers,reminding the delegates that 
the claims of these men were paramount. 
And of course the labor union agents were 
on hand in full force to look out for the 
interests of organized labor and to pass 
out hints of the retribution that would 
be visited on candidates or parties that 
did not bear the union label. 

There was an embarrassing complication 
over the union question right at the start. 
The Western Upion and Postal Telegraph 
companies are both operated on the free- 
labor basis and when the unions found 
that the wires in the building had been 
put in by non-union labor they threatened 
to call off all the union workers who were 
getting the place ready for the convention. 

The Republican managers were compelled 
to surrender to the union ultimatum, as 
otherwise a disastrous labor fight would 
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have been injected into the campaign. So 
the telegraph companies had to abandon 
their wires and the news dispatches had to 
be handled in other ways. This illustrates 
the strangle-hold which the strongly or- 
ganized labor groups, though only a small 
minority of the whole people, have on the 
political parties and on practically all can- 
didates. And yet the fact remains that 
when the unions want to telegraph they 
have to have their messages handled by 
non-union men. 

Senator Lodge of Mass. made the “key- 
note” speech, as chairman, and it was the 
abiest oration he ever delivered. He re- 
viewed in masterly fashion the situation 
brought aobout by the war. He told how 
“great empires have been swept from the 
earth and long-established governments 
have passed away like a‘watch in the 
night”. He spoke of the physical and mor- 
al wreckage of the war—the destruction of 
property and of human life, “the restless- 
ness which is everywhere—in the mere 
trifles of life, in dress, in pleasure seeking, 
in the greed for money and the reckless- 
ness of expenditure, the discontent with 
all forms of government or control and in 
the readiness to destroy the fundamental 
principles of a free and orderly civiliza- 
tion without which progress and the chance 
for happiness cannot exist.” We “must be 

ry ‘patient’, he warned; “we must be 
tolerant and open-minded; we must call 
on our common sense and self-restraint” 
during this period of readjustment and re-

U. S. Ships on Hamburg Lines. The Har- 
riman interests have announced that fol- 
lowing arrangements with represcntatives 
of the former Hamburg-American line of 
Steamships the serviecs of thai line will be 
taken over by ships flying the U. S. flag. 
These ships will he owned by American 
corporations in which there is no German 
interest, direct or indirect. The Harriman 
Co. acquired a large share of the stock of 
the American ship and Commerce Corpora- 
tion, and Gen. G. W. Goethals was succeed- 
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ed as president by W. A. Harriman. The 
German representatives of the Hambrrg 
line have been in this country several 
weeks, having come at the invitation of 
the U. S. shipping board. Before the war 
the Hamburg line operated fast ships to 
all the large Eastern ports of the United 
States and to Mexico and the West Indies. 


Smoked Out of Chamber. Because mem- 
bers of the Yonkers chamber of commerc 
would not heed the protests against smok- 
ing made by J. C. Havemeyer, of the fa- 
mous family of sugar refiners, they were 
presented with his resignation from the 
body. His continual expressions of disap- 
proval of smoking at the meetings devel- 
oped, he said, a spirit of antagonism which 
made it necessary for him to resign. 

Rockefeller Gives Millions. The gencral 
education board of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion has announced new appropriations to- 
taling more than $20,000 000. Of this sum 
nearly $13,000,000 is to be applied to in- 
creasing the pay of college teachers, pro- 
vided $30,000,000 is secured from other 
sources for the same purpose, which would 
give about $43,000,000 for higher salaries. 
Many medical schools of the country re- 
ceived generous endowments, cach for a 
definite use. The sum of 1.(00,006 frances 
was presented to the medical research 
foundation of Elizabeth, Queen of the Bel- 
gians, for purposes of general research. 
Appropriations aggregating nearly $1,000,- 
000 for negro schools are to be used partly 
for general endowment and partly for cur- 
rent expenses and equipment. 

Mule Medicine Has Bad Effect. George 
Davis, a teamster in St. Louis, having ob- 
served the happy results of a certain rem- 
edy administered to one of his mules de- 
cided to profit by the same medicine and 
accordingly swallowed a generous portion. 
He was carried to the hospital in a serious 
condition, thoroughly disgusted with mule 
medicine in general. 

Bamboo to be Eaten! The bureau of 
plant industry of the department of agri- 
culture, ever on the alert to find a new 
and cheaper dish, comes forward with the 
exciting announcement that we can eat 
bamboo and that that edible plant is al- 
ready in the process of cultivation for us 
in some of the Southern states. It is said 
that the big grass grows at the rate of a 
foot a day, so that it will require only a 
few weeks to supply the whole country. 
it can be eaten “like asparagus or pickled 
in vinegar.” Those who have a taste for 
information of a less practical kind are 
informed by the same scientists that it 
was bamboo sprouts and not grass that 
Nebuchadnezzar fattened upon. Let us 
hope that the government sharps are not 
trying to “bamboozle” us. 


NOTES OF CONGRESS. 


Congress Heckled by Irish. The legisla- 
tors have tried very hard to get their Irish 
sympathy on straight in time for the cam- 
paign, but they haven’t succeeded very well. 
Each party and faction wants to make it 
appear that it is the only genuine friend of 
the Irish—but none of them are willing to 
do anything real; it’s all blarney. The 
house foreign affairs committee, in the in- 
terest of the Republican side, passed a res- 
olution expressing sympathy with the Irish 
and calling on the secretary of state to 
furnish his conclusions on the subject. 
This was a little scheme to force the Demo- 
cratic administration to commit itself ei- 
ther for or against Irish independence. But 
Secretary of State Colby was too foxy to 
be caught on such bungling bait and he 
side-stepped the matter by saying that he 
would not presume to instruct congress as 
to what course should be taken. In this 
way he “passed the buck” to the Republi- 
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cans, who were umable to think of any 
way to pass it back. One day a lot of 
Irish women agitators invaded the senate 
and house and “rooted” for the Irish re- 
public. “Why don’t you eject the English 
Hun from Ireland?” exclaimed one. Others 
joined in a chorus of “Cowards!” It was 
awful to have the dignity of congress thus 
trodden under foot; threats of arrest were 
made to the disturbers, but of course it 
would not do to arrest them, and so they 
were alowed to go in peace. “Gen.” Coxey, 
years ago, was put in jail merely for step- 
ping on the grass around the capitol, but 
now women can go right into the house 
and senate and beard the lions in their 
dens. The same lot of “wild women” burn- 
ed British flags in front of the treasury. 
Some of the Irish zealots believe that war 
between this country and Great Britain 
can be brought about by these methods. 


Allows Farmers to Combine. A bill to 
make an exception of farmers, dairymen, 
ranchmen, fruit growers, etc., and permit 
them to combine and carry on “collective 
bargaining”, etc., was adopted by the house 
by a vote of 233 to 58. Opponents of the 
bill argued that a “farmers” trust” would 
increase the cost of living still more. 
Champions of it urged that the labor 
unions are alowed to bargain collectively 
and that co-operation among the farmers 
is necessary in order to insure them a 
fair market. 

Senate Secretly “Wet”? Vice-President 
Marshall, like the bad boy that he some- 
times is, has told a tale out of school. He 
says that if the prohibition amendment 
had been considered in secret sesion it 
would not have commanded 20 votes in the 
senate. He added that such amendments 
“have brought a very large measure of 
evil to the republic.”. We should have a 
government of principles, and not of men 
such as we now have, he said. He declared 
that just two men run things now: one is 
Samuel Gompers, head of the labor trust, 
and the other is E. H. Gary, head of the 
steel trust. 


New Coins Provided for. Bills were pass- 
ed authorizing the treasury to coin special 
50-cent pieces this year to commemorate 


the 300th anniversary of the landing of the 
Pilgrims and the 100 anniversary of the 
admission of Maine and Alabama as states 
of the Union. The senate passed a bill for 
a two-cent piece in memory of Roosevelt. 
It was urged that there is great need of a 
two-cent coin—which is worth about what 
the cent used to be 





Pensions Increased. A bil! recently he- 
came a law making the minimum pension 
of Civil war survivors $59 a month and 
giving those who are totally helpless $72 
a month; also increasing Civil war widows 
to $30. Later a bill was passed giving $12 
to $30 a month to Spanish war soldiers 
who are disabled in any way, whether as a 
result of their service or otherwise. Sena- 
tor Thomas of Colo., declared that this 
country would have to pay a total bill of 
25 billions in the shape of pensions to sol- 
diers of the world war, if “this onslaught 
on the treasury” continues. 


Sugar Report Not Sweet. The house com- 
mittee which investigated the sugar situ- 
ation made a report which holds the attor- 
ney-general guilty of fixing an unjustifia- 
bly high price for Louisiana sugar, with- 
out authority, and of “giving immumty 
from prosecution” to sugar profiteers. A 
minority report declared that he did the 
right thing by helping out the Louisiana 
sugar planters. Thus the people are right 
where they were before, as far as learning 
any more about the matter is concerned.

Will Guns Carry to the Moon? 

Writing in connection with the inven- 
tion of a new long-range gun that has 
lately been placed at the disposal of the 
French government and that is regarded 
as contributing very materially to the na- 
tional defense, a French scientist specu- 
lates on the possibilities of building guns 
capable of hurling projectiles off the earth 
into infinite space. 

The resistance of the air, he says, is one 
of the principal factors limiting the range 
of the powerful guns so far produced. 
However, as altitude increases, he reminds 
us, this resistance diminishes until at 5000 
meters -(16,400 feet) above the earth it is 
only half as great as at the surface and 
at 20,000 meters (65,600 feet) it is only 
1/20th as great. Thus, while a projectile 
hurled to a point high above the earth 
would lose in initial speed, it would gain 
in carrying power as the air resistance 
diminished. 

If a projectile could be hurled from a 
gun with an initial speed of 7900 meters 
(25,900 feet) a second it would travel in a 
trajectory forming a perfect circle and 
would whiz entirely around the earth, re- 
turning to the starting point in a little less 
than an hour and a half, despite the fact 
that it would be resisted by the air sur- 
rounding the earth. 

“Calculations show,” he continues, “that 
an initial speed of 10,000 meters (32,800 
feet) a second would still give an elliptical 
trajectory but if we should reach or sur- 
pass an initial speed of 11,100 meters (36,- 
400 feet) a second the curve would not be 
an ellipse but would become a _ parabola 
and we would never see that shell again. 
It would be thrown into the infinity of 
space. The bombardment of the moon or 
Mars or the other planets would then be 
purely a matter of good aim.” 





Industrial Accidents Take Big Toll. 


An ounce of prevention, runs the famil- 
iar adage, is worth a pound of cure. No 
more important bit of wisdom was ever 
put into words than this. Jn the past 
decade or so business men, owners and 
managers of factories, railroads, etc., and 
others interested in preventing suffering 
and loss of life as well as costly economic 
losses have come to recognize this truth as 
particularly significant in its application 
to the running of machinery and to indus- 
trial operations generally. 

That is why the motto “Safety First” has 
been drummed into everybody so persist- 
ently. It is also back of the introduction 
of various safetly devices and new ma- 
chinery, specially designed to be accident- 
proof and fool-proof. 

This concerted movement for the pre- 
vention of industrial accidents and conse- 
quent injuries and loss of life among 
workers has given gratifying results. Al- 
though hazards to life and limb are great 
and becoming greater as our industries de- 
velop and expand, casualties among work- 
men in shops and factories have been ma- 
terially reduced. At the same time deaths 
and injuries among the general public, in 
railroad accidents, at railroad crossings, 
ete., have diminished. 

Yet the safety campaign is by no means 
won; daily many lives are snuffed out and 
many men and women are maimed for life 
in accidents that could have been prevent- 
ed by a little forethought, by the exercize 
of a little more judgment, by the use of de- 
vices specially designed to insure safety. 
We condense the following paragraphs 
from a discussion of the subject in the 
Scientific American: 

With the adoption of labor-saving ma- 
chinery and the migration of the popula- 
tion to congested urban centers the very 
effort to produce commodities to sustain 
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life jeopardizes life in direct proportion to 
that effort. Perhaps effective safety prop- 
aganda began with the pin-pricked baby 
and perhaps the first scientific and success- 
ful safety device to prevent human suf- 
fering was the safety pin. 

Many will recall that 165 children lost 
their lives in a fire that occurred in a pub- 
lic school in Cleveland, O., a few years ago. 
This appalling loss of life was due to 
carelessness pure and simple. The catas- 
trophe awoke the people as nothing else 
could have done and as a result practically 
every public school in the land has been 
made safe for the children who attend. Any 
great disaster jars our sensibilities in a 
marked degree. 

Industry and commerce kill and maim 
mor’ victims in a month than met death 
altogether in the Iroquois theater fire, 
the San Francisco earthquake and the sink- 
ing of the Titanic. Over 1600 persons are 
killed and injured in the United States 
daily, a large percentage by our indus- 
trials. The problem of protecting human 
life in factories and workshops through- 
out the world is of as vital importance as 
that of preventing war. 

Sixty million men fought in the recent 
world war, a little more than half as many 
people as live in the United States. Of 
these men seven million are now dead and 
six million permanently injured. Yet dur- 
ing an average man’s productive life indus- 
try in the United States takes an equiva- 
lent toll. 

The United States mobilized over four 
million men. More than 67,800 of these 
lost their lives and more than 192,000 were 
seriously wounded. Yet in peace time in 
the United States as many individuals are 
victims of accidents in six months. Seventy- 
five per cent of these accidents are pre- 
ventable. Industry injures half a million 
men annually and death occurs in 20,000 
of these cases. In addition to the suffering 
and loss of life the economic waste is con- 
siderable, being estimated as a loss aggre- 
gating 105,000,000 working days. The loss 
of each skilled worker means not only the 
loss of what he might have produced had 
he kept on but the loss and wastage inci- 
dent to training another worker to take 
his place. 





Significant Radio Improvements. 

Wireless experts have lately worked out 
apparatus whereby alternating current 
from the ordinary lighting circuit in the 
houses, office buildings, etc., may be used 
for transmitting radio telegraph and tele- 
phone messages, it is announced. Anyone, 
without technical knowledge, it is declared, 
can connect this latest wireless device to 
an ordinary lamp socket and talk over 
considerable distances without wires. 

The operation is said to be no more dif- 
ficult than calling “central” over the ordi- 
nary telephone circuit. Indeed it is even 
simpler for the call can be made direct to 
the party desired. The invention appar- 
ently goes far toward making wireless tel- 
egraphy and telephony a practical utility 
for the everyday man and woman for it 
eliminates the high-powered generating 
plants heretofore needed for generating di- 
rect current. It also materially cuts down 
the expense of installation and operation. 

As the Pathfinder recorded some time 
ago, experts of the U. S. army signal corps 
have developed a successful radio system 
known as “wired wireless”. In this system 
a single wire is used to guide the radio 
currents. Wired wireless has lately been 
adapted to the transmission of radio tele- 
phone and telegraph messages under water. 
Bare wires are laid in the water and these 
serve to guide the radio impulses. It is 
predicted that this system will in time 


replace the costly, delicate submarine ca- 
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bles now used for telegraphic communica- 
tion under water. 

Wireless experts of the British navy 
have successfully employed wireless waves 
to control torpedo craft a considerable dis- 
tance away. In these experiments a de- 
stroyer was maneuvered at will without a 
living soul aboard.. Ships’ searchlights 
were also turned on and off by wireless. 
The results obtained, it is believed, give 
promise that it will shortly be possible 
for a crew of only a few men to operate 
a big warship. 


SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


To Round Out the Training of students 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and a few other schools similar to it have 
undertaken to co-operate with industrial 
concerns. Contracts are drawn in which 
provisions are made for the payment of an 
annual retainer to the school and for the 
school in turn to give the company access 
to its library and its files and to place its 
staff of experts at the company’s disposal 
for consultation. The school also under- 
takes to keep a complete record of its 
alumni, with the special qualifications of 
each, to list all undergraduate students de- 
sirous of positions when they complete 
their courses and to help the company in 
selecting technical helpers from these lists 
when needed. This plan is proving mutu- 
ally advantageous for it puts the under- 
graduate in intimate touch with the prac- 
tical problems they will be called on to 
solve when they leave school and enter the 
industrial field and at the same time it 
affords industrial organizations exceptional 
facilities for the solution of perplexing 
problems.

GERMANY. 


Elections Fail to Settle Anything. Torn 
as Germany is by factional dissension it is 
not surprising that the results of the re- 
cent elections to the reichstag failed to 
bring about anything decisive. The pres- 
ent coalition government was weakened 
but not overthrown so the best that can be 
done now, one authority believes, is to 
continue it in power until after the Spa 
conference and then hold new elections 
which may yield less ambiguous results, 

Both right and left wings showed in- 
creased followings. The right comprises 
the reactionary bodies, which tend toward 
the return of the old militaristic clique, 
and the left the radical, which stretches off 
in the direction of bolshevism. The pres- 
ent government is made up largely of Ma- 
jority Socialists but its vacillating policies 


threats contained in the report of the U. S. 
“senate foreign relations committee have 
had a mixed effect in Mexico. Some regard 
them with indifference while others bitterly 
denounce them. Commenting on the pro- 
posed loan to be made to Mexico in case a 
treaty is formed “by which practices now 
authorized by the Mexican constitution 
are abandoned.” one prominent newspaper 
in Mexico characterizes the move as an 
effort to dazzle Mexico “as Mephisto did 
Marguerite” by promising a loan that can- 
not be fulfilled. “Humbug is at the bottom 
of Yankee character,” says the paper. 
The committee’s stand is also made an 
object of attack by Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Féderation of Labor. 
In a formal statement he charges the com- 
mittee in demanding that the Mexican con-

in its efforts to straddle the fence and 
serve the two extreme wings won for it 
the enmity of both factions. 

_ The elections were held under the pro- 
portional voting systemy by which every 
60,000 votes cast by any party gives it one 
member in the reichstag. In the indus- 
trial areas the independents polled the 
heaviest vote, of which the German Peo- 
ple’s Party showed the strongest following. 


Deputy Flays German Cruelty. During a 
recent discussion in the German assembly 
of the use by the French of black troops 
in the occupied area, Frau Zeitz, an inde- 
pendent socialist, caused an uproar by re- 
minding her colleagues that they shouldn’t 
blame the blacks for alleged brutality and 
say nothing about the immoral outrages 
committed by German soldiers against the 
women of Russia, Belgium and France. 
“This is only a racial fight against the 
blacks,” she declared. “It is the fault of 
the capitalistic governments that the 
blacks have remained behind in civiliza- 
tion. The history of the German colonial 
police is one long story of German cru- 
eliy.” Shouts of “Shame!” “Unheard of 
baseness!” and “Leave the house!” inter- 
rupted the speaker from time to time. 


MEXICO. 

Comparative Quiet Reigns. With the 
establishment of a provisional government 
Mexico is now turning her attention toward 
the restoration of the country’s finances. 
The national debt is estimated at approxi- 
mately 540,000.000 pesos; it has been sug- 
gested that an Anglo-American commission 
be formed to lend Mexico 100,000,000 pesos, 
the loan to extend over a period of five 
years. Heavy taxation of the people is op- 
posed in high government circles. It is 
hoped to place the nation on its feet by 
working the other way around, that is, by 
cutting, expenses, especially those of the 
army. 

The recommendations and thinly veiled 
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stitution be changed with being influenced 
by great oil, mining, land and timber in- 
terests. The interests have “fomented the 
bitterness between the people of the United 
States and Mexico,” he declared. 

Election of members of the Mexican 
chamber of deputies and the senate will be 


held Aug. 1, and presidential elections 
Sept. 5. The government is having trouble 


in combating the bubonic plague which has 

broken out in Vera Cruz. Over a score of 

cases have been reported, most of which 

have proved fatal. Orders are in effect giv- 

ing sanitary authorities supreme power in 

the city, dominating even military officers. 
CHINA. 

Refuses to Parley on Shantung. China 
declines point-blank the Japanese proposal 
to negotiaté a settlement of the Shantung 
question on a basis of the Versailles treaty. 
China has refused all along to recognize 
this treaty because it allows Japan to re- 
tain rights in Shantung which she feels 
she alone is entitled to. For years Ger- 
many virtually controlled the province in 
question but lost her hold to Japan during 
the war. 

Japan assured the world at the time she 
took possession of Shantung that she did 
not intend to keep the region but would 
return it to its rightful owner—China. 
Actually doing it, however, is a different 
thing and now that Japan has it she is re- 
luctant to give it up. China contends that 
Japan should restore the province to her 
unqualifiedly and without any reference 
whatsoever to the Versailles treaty. China 
has very little confidence in the present or 
future power of the league council but she 
is anxious to lay her case again before the 
world so she intends becoming a member in 
order to add strength to her appeal. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, of New York, who 
recently visited the Orient, declared that 
high authorities of the Nippon government 
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had assured him that the Japanese “are 
ready to return Shantung to China but they 
are determined to hold the commercial 
advantages gained by the surrender to 
Japan of German rights, and insist upon 
exclusive Japanese settlement in Tsingchau.” 


Southern Chinese Secede. Prominent 
leaders of south China, headed by Wu 
Ting Fang former Chinese minister to the 
United States, have proclaimed the seces- 
sion of the provinces of Yunmaan, Kwiechow, 
Hunan, Shensi, Szechwan and Hupeh from 
the Canton administration of the southern 
Chinese government. This means that a 
long stride has been made toward uniting 
north and south China which have long 
been in conflict. Chinese officials in Shang- 
hai have been hopeful of organizing a unit- 
ed parliament and the withdrawal of the 
provinces from the Canton administration 
now gives the Shanghai group a clear ma- 
jority in the council. 


GUATEMALA, 

To Die Bebore Firing Squad. Seven citi- 
zens, prominent participants in the bom- 
bardment of the capital during the revolu- 
tion in April, have been tried by court- 
martial and sentenced to death before a 
firing squad. The prisoners were permitted 
a legal trial, the first time that such a 
privilege has been extended to persons 
charged with a high crime in 22 years, or 
since President Cabrera first held office. 
During the revolution Guatemala City was 
under fire of Cabrera’s troops for several 
days and many persons within the city 
were killed. The deposed president is being 
held in prison. 





Italian Agitator Expelled. Onofre Auele, 
an Italian, has been ordered by executive 
decree to quit the country. Auele is charg- 
ed with being a pernicious foreigner inimi- 
cal to the interests of the nation. 


BRITISH ISLES. 

Lone Flight to Australia. All alone in a 
small airplane Lieut... Hinkley, a former 
member of the British air force, has left 
London on a 12,000-mile flight to the con- 
tinent of Australia. His machine has a 35 
horsepower engine and its tanks provide 
enough fuel only for from 600 to 700 miles 
of continous flight. The route is by way of 
Paris, Rome and Egypt. 

Flood Kills 50. A cloudburst in Lincoln- 
shire caused a small river running through 
the village of Louth to rise so rapidly that 
houses in the low-lying part of the town 
were engulfed and 50 people drowned. One 
terrace containing 15 houses was swept 
completely away. 





Priest Flays Spiritualism. “Piffle,” “drib- 
ble” and “fraud” are terms which Father 
Bernard Vaughan, of London, applied to 
the experiences of people who profess to 
have been in communication with spirits 
of the departed world. “As :n English 
patriot I denounce with all the vehemence 
of my soul the frauds, the freaks, and the 
fiends who shelter themselves from the 
true light in the black holes of occultism,” 
he said. “Silly, stupid people who do not 
stand upon their own feet or think with 
their own minds argue that if Sir Oliver 
Lodge and Sir Arthur Conan Doyle are 
the devoted advocates of spiritualism and 
make it their proud boast that they can 
introduce their clients to the spirit world 
there must be something in it.” Of course 
there is something in it, said Father 
Vaughan, just as there is something in a 
dose of cocaine or an injection of morphia. 
A law should be passed, he declared, fore- 
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ing spiritualists to build their own asy- 
lums; “it is not fair to ask the public to 
pay rates for people who shut their eyes 
and open a door which they cannot close.” 





Policeman and Wife Win Award. “Bring- 
ing home the bacon” was literally carried 
out by a policeman and his wife of a little 
town near London who by convincing the 
judges that they had lived together for a 
year and a day without quarrelling or wish- 
ing the marital knot untied won a coveted 
prize. The occasion was the assembling of 
the famous old court of Dunmow Flitch, 
established nearly 800 years ago, which 
awards a flitch of bacon to the couple who 
can satisfy the court that the above-men- 
tioned conditions have been faithfully car- 
ried out. Three couples appeared as claim- 
ants, a schoolmaster and his wife, a painter 
and his wife and the successful Mr. and 
Mrs. Policeman, each being formally rep- 
resented by attorneys. The over-eagerness 
of the painter and his wife who offered to 
bring 150 witnesses to prove their claim 
lost them the prize. Both they and the 
schoolmaster couple were awarded fine 
pieces of bacon as a mollifier, however. 


HUNGARY. 


Hungary Signs. The treaty of peace with 
Hungary was signed at Versailles, France, 
June 4. Protesting that it was the hardest 
of all treaties the Hungarian delegation re- 
luctantly ascribed their signatures in the 
name of their country. French, American, 
British and Greek representatives were 
present. 

Every effort had been made by the gov- 
ernment to have the terms modified. - But 
the allies replied nothing doing, that they 
couldn’t forget Hungary’s share in provok- 
ing the world war and that it was im- 
possible to make the terms any different. 
An appeal was sent to the United States 
begging the influence of Washington in 
Hungary’s behalf but without effect. 

Budapest. observed the day as one of 
national mourning. It was feared that 
violent outbreaks in protest would occur in 
the city and the government took special 
measures to forestall them. 

Hungarian troops are mobilizing and 
passports are being refused all men cap- 
able of military service, it is reported. 
Permission had been sought from the allies 
to allow Hungary to move against the 
bolshevists. It is believed that, being 
denied this, authorities in Budapest decided 
to act on their own initiative without re- 
gard to what the allies think about it. A 
warning has been sent from Paris remind- 
ing Hungary that she is allowed only a 
voluntary army. If the movement is not 
stopped her forces will menace other states, 
it is declared. 





JAPAN. 


Nippon Depressed. Japan is facing a 
serious period, economically and financially. 
Thousands of tons of imports, mostly from 
America, are lying in the customs store- 
houses, the consignees refusing to accept 
them even when contracted for. Not only 
are the warehouses and piers filled with 
merchandise but lighters are being used 
for storage purposes. The money situation 
is critical. A number of banks have sus- 
pended and those that have weathered the 
storm have been forced to adopt stringent 
measures to meet their added burdens. 
Tokye banks have so far remained firm but 
the situation in Yokohama is such that 
millions in currency has been rushed there 
to meet the heavy runs. Bankruptcies in 
Osaka are reported to involve liabilities 
aggregating $10,000,000. 

The situation is attributed to 
reasons. 


various 
Industrial unrest has of late had 
disastrous consequences, with wild specu- 
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lation aggravating the difficulty. Yves Guy- 
ot, a French economist, lays the -blame on 
New York banks which because of the sud- 
den advance in the price of silk—Japan’s 
most valuable export—suddenly called in 
hugh loans that had been granted to Jap- 
anese exporters. 

The Japanese’ are trying their best to 
convince the world of their purely demo- 
cratic intentions. The accompanying weird 
cartoon, published in a Tokyo magazine, 
tells that the “power of democracy is sweep- 
ing everything before it.’ Despite these 
stories, however, persistent rumors are 
current that a strong military party of 
Prussian character is very much in evidence 
within the empire. 

The allied troops have left Manchuria 
and it is reported that Japanese militarists 
are now carrying things on there with a 
high hand. Disparaging remarks about 
the government are not tolerated and a 
veritable “reign of terror” is said to prevail 
in the province. Two Russian workmen 
were recently shot for speaking against 
the Japanese emperor. 

Certain groups of Japanese who believe 
themselves far-sighted are agitating the 
renouncement of the Anglo-Japanese al-

Japanese shipping interests, however, are 
being aroused against the United States on 
account of the marine bill recently passed 
by congress which gives ships of American 
registry a preference over vessels of other 
nations in freight and passenger traffic be- 
tween the Hawaiian and Philippine Islands 
and the United States. Such a_ policy 
means an immense loss of tonnage and 
passenger revenue to Japanese and British 
ships and efforts are being made to have 
the British shipping board join in a protest 
to the American government against the 
discriminatory features of the measure.

Sea Lions for Shoes. Plans to augment 
the supply of shoe leather with the skins 
of sea lions are being made by fishermen 
along the coast of British Columbia. Much 
enthusiasm is evinced over the scheme, not 
only for the reason that it will increase 
the supply of shoe leather but also that 
it will save immense quantities of fish in 
these waters, as the average sea lion de- 
vours about 50 pounds of fish a day. Sea 
lions are plentiful around Queen Char- 
lotte Islands. It is reported that one fish- 
erman with three helpers killed 700 in this 
Vicinity in a period of two days.

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SOME INS AND OUTS OF HIGH PRICES. 


OST of the merchants who are 
M offering 20 to 50 per cent re- 

ductions on their goods can 
well afford to do so. We all know of 
individual cases where the profiteering 
has been outrageous. 

A big soldiers’ supply store in Wash- 
ington claimed to be selling everything 
out “at or below cost.” Yet a certain 
article priced at $15 in this sale bore a 
price-tag showing that the article cost 
less than $10. : 

Merchants use a secret letter code to 
show what their goods cost, and if the 
cost mark contains less than four let- 
ters, as in this case, you may know that 
the cost must be confined to three fig- 
ures; that is, it was inside of $10.00. 
You would not know the exact cost 
unless you ferreted out the code 
which is easy enough if you set about it. 

In another case a library table was 
advertised at $40 in a “spring reduc- 
tion” sale by a Philadelphia store 
which boasts itself one of the biggist 
and most honorable in the country. A 
customer wanted this table but put off 
buying it. Shortly afterward she went 
to the store and looked at the same 
table again. This time is was supposed 
to be offered at 20 per cent reduction 
but the price had been raised to $50. 

The customer said to the clerk: “You 
offered this table in your spring reduc- 
tion sale for only $40.” The clerk 
vowed that that was not the case and 
that $50 was the lowest it had ever 
been offered at. The lady happened to 
place her hand idly on a drawer of the 
table while they were talking and to 
pull the drawer out. There in the 
drawer was the same price-tag she had 
seen on the table in the former sale, 
and the amount was $40. 

In a leading Washington store a cer- 
tain article is now displayed with a 
special tag on it giving the price as $60 
and offering the purchaser 20 per cent 
off this price. Yet this same article 
was shown in the same store only a 
short time ago priced at $45, or $3 less 
than the present “20 per cent reduc- 
tion” price. 

Now, these instances of profiteering 
and deliberate falsification would be of 
no account if they did not reveal con- 
ditions that are fairly general. We 
don’t mean to say that every merchant 
levies exorbitant profits or misrepre- 
sents as to his goods, but we do say 
that these practices are far too common. 

The buying public are perhaps more 
to blame than the merchants, for many 
of them have shown that they don’t 
know enough to come in when it rains. 
They have an abundance of money and 
they spend it lavishly. The merchants 
have found that these spendthrifts will 
pay any amount for an article, and ac- 
cordingly they clap on prices which 
represent “all the traffic will bear.” 

There is no justice in issuing whole- 
sale anathemas against the merchants; 
they have their troubles and there are 
two sides to the matter. The sensible 
citizen doesn’t have to buy such goods 
or pay such prices. There are plenty 
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of competing concerns and he can usu- 
ally manage to get along some way. 

Gradually prices will settle back to a 
rational basis. Competition is bound 
to develop, and this will force prices 
down no mater how much eloquence 
or artifice may be used to keep them 
up. As we have said before, business 
is going to be done by someone, and 
done at fair prices. If old concerns don’t 
meet the situation, then new concerns, 
with new and better methods, will 
spring into the breach. 

This is already being ilustrated suffi- 
ciently. There are now 10-cent stores 
in every town, and these stores supply 
an immense variety of. common little 
necessities at low cost; the dealers get 
their profits out of the big volume of 
business done, the cash sales and the 
saving on delivering goods. 

Various big companies now have 
chains of grocery stores all over the 
country. These stores also buy and 
sell in large quantities and on small 
margins, and the people get the bene- 
fit of the saving. 

The latest are the “Piggly Wiggly” 
stores. In these the goods are laid out 
somewhat as in the 10-cent stores, with 
prices plainly marked. There are no 
clerks to urge the customer to buy 
something he doesn’t want. The cus- 
tomer walks around the store, picks out 
his own stuff, and then pays the total 
when he goes out. The cost of selling 
is considerably reduced, and the cus- 
tomer requires no argument to prove 
to him that he is saving money. 

A few days ago the senate committee 
which was investigating food prices in 
Washington had a number of big bak- 
ers and dealers up before it. It was 
brought out that the bakers had levied 
outrageous profits, given short-weight 
loaves -in some cases and manipulated 
the market so as to keep prices up. A 
Piggly. Wiggly store man testified that 
he had bought bread from one of these 
bakers and had sold this bread at a 
cent a loaf below the regular price. 

Thereupon the baker refused to supply 
him with any more bread. His excuse 
was that there was a general under- 
standing among the merchants that 
bread prices should be a cent higher, 
and any move to reduce prices would 
be resisted. This baker has just been 
fined $2800 for giving short-weight 
loaves. 

And still we say that the remedy lies 
mainly with the people themselves. 
Profiteers should be exposed and fined, 
and that will help some; we would like 
to see them penalized “till it hurts’— 
but after all the buyers must always be 
the judge of prices. 

Any time the housewife really be- 
lieves she is paying too much for bak- 
er’s bread she has the alternative of 
making her own bread. The bakers 
merely charge all the public will pay, 
and if the public would use their com- 
mon sense and refuse to buy when they 
knew the price was unreasonable they 
would soon fetch the _ price-gouger 
down off his high perch. 

And this is exactly the process that 
is now going on. Dealers with stocks 
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of goods on hand are finding that the 
market is slumping, and they are be- 
ing forced to cut prices. Lumber in 
Washington has commanded feverish 
prices ever since the war began. It 
was not a question of cost or of intrin- 
sic value; every stick that was offered 
was bid up to an exorbitant figure. 

But the punishment fits the crime; 
the high prices discourage building op- 
erations and encourage people to use 
substitutes. Today for the first time in 
the war period we see Washington 
lumber dealers advertising shingles for 
$8 a thousand, or several dollars below 
what they have been getting. 

The best advice continues to be: buy 
no more than you have to buy; when 
anyone asks an outrageous price for 
anything tell him his price is too high 
and if possible avoid taking the article; 
produce all you can, and save your 
money, for it will be worth increas- 
ingly more. Pass your own anti-profi- 
teering laws; be self-dependent; it’s 
your money that is being spent; if any- 
one hands you a lemon, hand it back.

A similar prophecy of Tolstoi has been 
translated into every language and 
though it was a piece of false propa- 
ganda it has played a big part in the 
politics of Europe. 

Now comes “Mme. Sybilline Bellangh, 
the national soothsayer of Hungary”, 
who tells us the things that are going 
to happen in the near future. “Thrones 
will be re-established all over Europe, 
including France, Germany, Austria, 
Poland and Hungary, within a year. 
The Hohenzollerns will return to Ger- 
many but the ex-kaiser will become 
insane and the crown prince will be 
murdered. Bolshevism will end in Rus- 
sia in 1921. Mexico will be the starting 
point of the next war. High prices will 
abate and European exchange will be 
quoted at par in two years. There will 
be the greatest exodus of Jews from 
Russia and central Europe in history, 
but they will not go to Palestine; they 
will emigrate mainly to Argentina and 
Mexico. In the United States a man 
will be elected present this year who 
is blond, slightly bald, wears glasses 
and is surrounded by fine children; he 
is a good man who is successful and 
popular, and an attempt was made to as- 
sassinate him within the last two years.

The living 
languages today are said to number 860, 
without counting 5000 dialects. They are 
distributed as follows: Europe, 89; Asia, 
123; Africa, 114; America, 117; islands of 
the Pacific and Indian oceans, 417. 


Emigrant and Immigrant. 


Ques. What is the difference between 
emigrant and immigrant? The dictionary 
gives them the same meaning.—Ans. The 
difference is shown by the Latin prefixes to 
these words; “e”, or “ex”, meaning out of, 
and “in”, (im) meaning into. A man emi- 
grates from the country he leaves and im- 
migrates to the country in which he takes 
up his abode. The word used indicates the 
side from which the action is viewed. 

Making the Violin. 

Ques. When was the first violin made in 
its present shape, and why is it necessary 
that the top and back be oval —Ans. The 
violin as it now appears was developed at 
Cremona, Italy, by the great makers, Amati, 
Guarneri, Stradivari and others, between 
1560 and 1760. By a succession of careful 
experiments these great makers found the 
precise shape and proportion to give the 
instrument its most perfect tone. No im- 
provement has been made on the violin 
since that time. 





Peace Prize Awarded to Rooseveit. 
Ques. For what service was the late 
President Roosevelt awarded the Nobel 
peace prize?—Ans. For the part he took 
in bringing about a cessation of hostilities 
in the Russo-Japanese war and the nego- 

tiation of the Portsmouth peace treaty. 


The Tallest Plant. 

Ques. What plant grows the tallest?— 
Ans. The kind of seaweed known as kelp 
is said to be the longest plant in the world. 
It sometimes reaches a length of 1,500 feet. 


Height and Weight of Boy of 15. 
Ques. What is the average height and 
weight of a boy of 15?—Ans. Average 
height is about 62 inches. Boy of that 

height should weigh around 107 pounds. 


Caring for Palms. 

Ques. .Should palms be kept wet?—Ans. 
Regular watering is essential but it is bet- 
ter to keep palms a lille dry than to over- 
water them. Browning of the tips of the 
leaves indicates trouble at the root—prob- 
ably overwatering, possibly worms or lack 
of food. A palm which grows three new 
leaves a year is doing well. 





Cost of Governmeat 

Ques. What does it cost to run our gov- 
ernment?—Ans. According to treasury sta- 
tistics the present average expenses amount 
to $18,000,000 a day. This does not take 
into account the appropriations that may 
be made by congress before end of fiscal 
year. 





Prepetual Motion by Electricity. 

Ques. In our school we have discussed 
perpetual motion. I have a plan. Let 
current from a_ storage battery run an 
electric motor. The motor drives a dynamo, 
and the dynamo furnishes current to re- 
charge the battery. Will this work?— 
Ans. No, it will not work. No machinery 
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is 100 per cent efficient; there is always a 
loss of from 10 per cent up. You would 
lose some power in running motor from 
battery; also some in running dynamo 
from motor; also some more in charging 
battery from dynamo, so that the battery 
would continue to decrease in power and 
finally becomes exhausted. There is no 
way to “gain power” by employ'ng round- 
about devices which use up power. 


Spots on Furniture. 

Ques. How can the white spots on fur- 
niture that re been caused by hot dishes 
be removed?—Ans. Rub the spots with a 
soft cloth moistened with cainphorated oi. 
If this does not remove them use a few 
drops of camphor but not too much as 
camphor injures the varnish. 





The Electoral College. 


Ques. When and where does the elector- 
al college meet?—Ans. Properly speaking 
there is no such institution. The electors 
who are voted for by the people meet in 
their respective states and cast their votes 
for president and vice-president. These 
are sealed and sent by special messenger 
to the vice-president of U. S. acting as 
speaker of senate. He detivers them to 
the speaker of the house, who in the pres- 
ence of beth houses of congress assembled, 
opens the votes and declares the resuit. 





Designing Postage Stamps. 

Ques. Who plans the style of the U. S. 
postage stamps?—Ans. Postage stamp de- 
signs are made by the bureau of engraving 
and printing, and are apreved by the post- 
mnaster-general. 

Stone for Lithographing. 

Ques. Where is the stone quarried that 

is used in lithographic work?—-Ans. Before 


“the war practically all lithographic stone 


came from Bavaria. Variety quarried there 
is of the best quality andl of the most 
practical color—a light gray. 

Chinese Religions. 

Ques. Is there more than one religion 
among the Chinese?—Ans. The five prin- 
cipal religions in China are Confucianism, 
Buddism, Taoism, Mahommedanism and 
Christianity. 





Treason Against U. S. 

Ques. What would be considered trea- 
son against the U. S.?—Ans. Constitution 
provides that treason against U. S. shall 
consist only in levying war against them, 
or in adhering to their enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort. No person shall be 
convicted of treason unless on the testi- 
mony of two witnesses to the same overt 
act, or on confession in open court. In 
the famous treason case of Aaron Burr no 
overt act could be proved against the ac- 
cused and Burr was not convicted. 





Millionaires in U. S. 

Ques. How many millionaires are there 
in U. S. at present time?—Ans. Senator 
Gronna, of N. Dak., recently said in senate 
that there are about 30,000 people each 
worth million dollars or more in this 
country today. Before the war there were 
estimated to be about 7,000 men rated as 
millionaires. There are no exact figures.

Presidential Electors. 

Ques. How many presidential electors 
will be chosen at the next election?—<Ans. 
Electors will be 531 in number. Each state 
is entitled to the same number of electoral 
votes as it has senators and representa- 
tives in congress. 





Why Is Gold Scarce? 
What is reason for scarcity of 
gold coin in circulation? Why the pro- 
posed raise in the price of gold? If gold 
coin were all called in, who would benefit? 
—Ans. Gold is scarce in all countries be- 
cause it is recognized as basis of money 


Ques. 
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value and everybody wants it—especially 
government. Many bonds and other se- 
curities have to be paid in gold or equiva- 
lent. Gold is not being “raised in price”. 
Price of gold is constant 7—8 though its 
actual value in what it will purchase is 
always changing. It can’t be said “who 
would benefit” if gold was called in. If 
gold payments were absolutely stopped the 
country would fall back on a paper basis 
and we would have still higher prices. 





Importing Sugar from Europe. 

Ques. Is U. S. importing sugar from 
Europe?—Ans. Nearly 6,000,000 pounds of 
sugar were imported from London during 
first half of January of present year. These 
consignments consisted of sugar from Java 
and Mauritius and price paid was about 15 
cents a pound. 





Airplanes in Squadron. 


Ques. How many airplanes are there in 
an American squadron?—Ans. An airplane 
squadron of U. S. army consists of 18 
planes; there are only 12 planes in a 
French escadrille, the equivalent of our 
squadron. Enlisted personnel in a French 
escadrille is 160 and that of American is 
about 150. This number varies slightly in 
pursuit, observation and bombardment 
squadrons. 





Diet of Worms. 

Ques. What is the diet of Worms ?--Ans. 
This was the imperial diet of 1521 before 
which Martin Luther made his defense of 
his religious reformation from which the 
Protestant church originated. 


Labels on Food Containers. 


Ques. Why do food containers no Jong- 
er carry the label “Guaranteed under the 
pure food and drug act”?—Ans.: Fure food 


and drug division of U. S. bureau of chem- 


istry says that owing to the fact that this 
label gave a false impression ils use has 
been discontinued. ‘The phrase was con- 


sidered deceptive as the public might be- 
lieve that the government, rather than the 
manufacturer, was guaranteeing the prod- 
uct. 





Treating Babies’ Eyes. 


Ques. How should sore eyes of new-born 
babies be treated?—Ans. U. S. public 
health service says that inflamed eyes of 


new-born babies should be regarded seri- 
ously and that a capable physician should 
be summoned promptly. Sore eves in new- 
born babies can be prevented in practically 
all cases by putting special drops in the 
baby’s eyes immediately after birth. These 
drops consist of one per cent solution of 
silver nitrate. Many cases of blindness 
result from neglecting the eyes of new- 
born babies. 





First Pipe Organ. 

Ques. When was the first pipe organ 
built?—Ans. The organ was developed 
gradually from the ancient pipes played 
with the mouth. A hydraulie organ is men- 


tioned by an old Latin writer, but no in- 
formation about it was given. The organ 
is said to have been first introduced into 
church music in 666 by Pope Vitalian L, 
but it was not until the 15th century that 
the organ became something like the in- 
strument that it is today. 
Time of Moon Changes. 

Ques. Do the changes of the moon 

occur always at the same place in its 


circuit; that is at the same meridian or at 
the same time in each month—or do they 
occur every so often, regardless of its 


position in its circuit?—Ans. The moon’s 
changes are reckoned in astronomical time, 
beginning from each new moon, or the 
time the moon passes across to the other 
side of the sun in going from old to new. 
But the 


period from new moon to first 
quarter for instance is not always the 
same, nor are the four quarter of same 
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length. Moon’s motion is subject to many 
perturbations; sometimes moon is nearer 
to earth than at other and when nearer it 
moves faster in its orbit, thus covering 
greater angular distance in same period. 
Moon’s path is figured with the greatest 
accuracy for many years ahead, but it 
involves very complicated processes. 





Verdun Battleground. 


Ques. Is the land around Verdun now 
under cultivation?—Ans. According to a 
Red Cross Bulletin, the farmers who have 
returned to their homes will not be allowed 
to cultivate the land until the bodies of 
the half-million men who died defending 
Verdun are removed té national cemeteries. 





Mail to Danzig. 


Ques. How should letters be addressed 
which are intended for the city of Danzig? 
—Ans. The state department says that 
since Danzig is no longer a part of either 
Germany or Poland letters for that city 
should merely bear the address “Danzig.” 
Mail for smaller points within the territory 
of the city should bear the name of such 
point followed by the further address, 
“Free City of Danzig.”

Ques. How many vice-presidents 
died in office?—Ans. The following 
died while holding the office of vice-presi- 
dent: George Clinton, Elbridge Gerry, Wil- 
liam R. King, Henry Wilson, T. A. Hen- 
dricks, G. A. Hobart and James I. Sherman.
